He is 
of medium 
height, his head crowned with white 
locks, a smooth shav en 
face with 
scholary features, b right, searching 
eyes, a b earing dignified yet easy; 
withal, a man who will draw men, in­ 
terest the young and whose kindly ex­ 
pression and ready smile will b ring 
gladness to the heart of any who may 
seek him for sympathy or guidance in 
the affairs of life. 
Although Dr. Crav en’s appointment 
came as a complete surprise to Dixon 
people he is receiv ed with open heart, 
b y his new charge. 
He is practically 
a stranger here, yet we find a few 
who hav e v ery pleasant recollections 
of his 'hsit when the conference met 
in Dixon. 
Dr. Crav en’s morning sub ject was 
“Our Inheritance,” and he found his 
text in IlCorinthlans 1:21-23, -"T here­ 
fore let no man glory in men, for all 
tilings are yours: whether Paul, or 
A polios, or Cephas, or the world, or 
life, or death, or things present, or 
things to come; all are yours; and ye 
are Christ’s; and Christ is God’s.” 
The Corinthian church, Dr. Crav en 
said, was strong and v igorous, full of 
life, snap and v im; b ut, as is natural, 
there came to b e div isions on account 
of the apostles, some liked one and 
others like another b etter on account 
of the peculiarities of the men. 
Paul 
in his letter strikes a great truth 
adapted to the present t ime. 
Ev ery­ 
thing that b rings strife, |he said, is 
carnal; lov e should settle ev ery dif­ 
ference. 
The position of the apostles is the 
same as the ministers of today in their 
relation to the people. The law of 
possession b rought out b y Paul in the 
text is a great law: all things b elong 
tous. To illustrate this Dr. Crav en 
spoke of a man who held the title to a 
b eautiful piece of land, b ut had nev er 
I seen the propert y. 
Another, 
who 
Scared for the property, feasted his 
5 1 eyes upon its b eauty ev ery morning. 
Who was the owner, the one who held

Capitalists who are really wise, like 
Senator Hanna, take no such indefen­ 
sible position.

that labor has as much right to or­ 
ganize as capital. 
He 
has

position and 
he 
probably 
is 
wise 
enough to look forward to the tim e 
when organized labor and organized 
capital w ill be able to get along to­ 
gether a good deal better than unor­ 
ganized capital and unorganized labor 
ever did. 
One thing is certain, unions there 
w ill be. 
There w ill not only be more j 
unions, 
but 
there w ill 
Vie 
better 
unions. 
W hen labor first began to 
organize it was chiefly conscious of its 
power. 
In some instances this con- j 
sciousnoss of power, was an exaggerat ­ 
ed 
idea. 
Many severe and costly 
lessons had to be learned before organ- j 
ized labor began to realize not only its I 
power but its responsibilities. 
Once a 
sense of responsibility comes to an in- , 
dividual or to an organization reckless­ 
ness departs. 
Cost is counted, and 
tin* right and wrong of things are 
weighed in the balance. 
The univer­ 
sal desire it to settle rather than t o 1 
tight if it can be done w ith honor. 
The oldest and strongest organiza­ 
tions of the country have been able to 
advance the interests of members dur­ 
ing the last decade without any resort 
to warfare. 
The officers of these or- 
ganizat ions are among the ablest and 
most highly 
respected 
men 
in ttie 
count ry. 
They arc as much leaders of 
thought as men occupying chairs in 
our great universities or the heads of 
departments at Washington. 
It may 
he confidently expected that 
these' 
oi ler organizations have set the pace 
and those that come after them will 
in time do as well. 
Some of them to 
be sure w ill have to learn t hrough ex­ 
perience that the unreasonable can 
not Vie sustained and when that lesson 
is learned their future is sec ire.
